The U.S. economy might be showing signs 
of recovery but money is an increasing 
source of stress for Chicagoans, according 
to a survey released Wednesday 

Chicago residents reported feeling more 
anxious about their financial situation than 
did other Americans in 2011, according to an 
annual survey for the American Psychologi- 
cal Association. 

Eighty-one percent of Chicago adults 
surveyed said money was a somewhat or 
very significant source of stress in their lives, 
compared with 75 percent of the national 
population. 

“In the Midwest, particularly in Chicago, 
our economy is not doing so great. It makes 
sense that people would notice that in their 
personal lives,” said Nancy Molitor, the Il- 
linois public education coordinator for the 
American Psychological Association. 

Last summer, 1,226 adults were asked 
about the sources of stress in their lives, in 
an online survey conducted by Harris Inter- 
active on behalf of the APA. 

Work-related stress for Chicago residents 
has increased in the past four years, with 


STRESS IN CHICAGO 

Here’s a look at how people In the Windy City self-reported questions about stress. 


75 percent of local residents surveyed say- 
ing their job was somewhat or significantly 
stressful, up from 74 percent in 2010, 72 per- 
cent in 2009 and 66 percent in 2008. 

Those who are fortunate enough to have 
a job might not be happy with it, according 
to the survey results. One-third of all Chica- 
goans said they were dissatisfied with their 
work, compared with a quarter of people 
nationwide. 

“People are doing the work of three peo- 
ple instead of one,” Molitor said. ‘And then 
there is a sense that you could be next on the 
chopping block.” 

Just under half of those surveyed said 
they had trouble sleeping in the 
past month and almost 
40 percent said they had 
overeaten or eaten un- 
healthily due to stress. 

Though most resi- 
dents acknowledge the 
effect that stress can 
have on their health, 40 
percent said lack of will 
power has prevented them from 
making recommended or desired 


healthy lifestyle changes, compared with 27 
percent nationally 

Still, Chicagoans were less likely than 
their peers nationally to say that family re- 
sponsibilities or relationships were a signifi- 
cant source of stress in their lives. 

The Stress in America Survey has been 
administered annually 
since 2007.

Rock isn’t dead, but apparently the spirits 
of those who write about it are. 

Hitting “enter” after a 140 -character 
dump, however well-crafted and thought- 
ful, does not constitute a full review of 
any topic. Don’t get me wrong, an album 
review from any outlet (until this point. 
Spin includech doesn’t define my opinion. 
It does, however, get me thinking about 
what I’m listening to. 

What state of inebriation was the song- 
writer under when lyrics were written? 
This album’s first single is garbage, but 
what is it about the other tracks that make 
it worth the price of a full LP? 

Those questions aren’t answered in a 
tweet, or two, or five. The rock critics who 
think they are have apparently disregarded 
the basic question anyone with head- 
phones asks after hitting pause: “Hey, what 
did you think?” 

I’m an amateur critic, one that Spin’s 
editorial decision makers describe as 
someone with “a working knowledge of 
Google” who can listen to a leak along 
with the pros. But when I’m done, I don’t 
want a squished-up tweet, I want a com- 
plete report. 

Just 140 characters about an album I 
give a damn about is going to be as unsat- 
isfying as Guy Fieri describing food: “It’s 
delicious, so much flavor, crunchy juicy 
ugh, wow”

As the way we digest music has changed, 
the way we utilize music journalism has 
changed. 

People rarely download full albums 
anymore— we’re a culture of Hunes single- 
track downloads, committing only to 
songs we really love and playing those over 
and over on Spotify playlists. 

With, so few people bothering to 
consume whole albums anymore, it’s no 
wonder publications such as Spin arc giv- 
ing up on the job* 

When people do bother to put 
up the money for a full record, it’s typi- 
cally for an artist they already know they 
love. 

A two-star rating isn’t likely to keep 
a die-hard fan from downloading the 
band’s next album, just as a four-star 
rating isn’t likely to make a new fan 
download the entire thing— they’ll likely 
just stream it, maybe download a few 
tracks they love. 

Instead of full album reviews, publica- 
tions should (and arc) keep up their ability 
to lead readers to new talent or give a 
quick thought on an established artist’s 
latest work. 

Music fans still need informed guidance, 
but not long-winded personal takes on 
every track of an album no one will buy 
anyway

VETERANS OF CHICAGO’S 
PARKING TICKET WARS 
ARE PICKING THEIR 
SPOTS TO FIGHT BACK

Jeremy Smith knows the price of parking in Chicago. 

By his estimate, he’s shelled out about $3,500 to clear 
up parking violations the past two years while living in 
Lakeview 

“Some are definitely my fault, but it’s also the nature of 
the system,” said Smith, 25, who has spent the funds clear- 
ing up tickets, tows and other parking perils. “The signs 
are confusing, there are multiple restrictions on a street, 
they put up street cleaning restrictions late. When you 
don’t know how it all works, they are going to get the best 
of you.” 

His pain is felt by many Chicagoans who rely on their 
cars to get around. With an estimated $150 million worth 
of parking tickets (and 2.5 million violations issued) in the 
city in 2011, some motorists find the question isn’t who 
else is getting a ticket, but who isn’t? And while some ser- 
vices and apps have sprung up to help those with chronic 
parking headaches, the amount of money and time spent 
on the ticket tango certainly isn’t shrinking. Fees and fines 
in the city jumped Jan. i, with hikes for matters from me- 
ter rates to city sticker charges. 

Parking in the Loop? That will be $11.50 for two hours, 
and a $60 if you exceed the meter (it was $50 in 2011). No 
residential parking pass? That will be $75, up from $60 in 
previous years. The year 2012 also brings plans for higher 
city sticker fees as well as an extra $2 “congestion tax” to 
park in Chicago lots and garages. 

Not being quick enough to grab a residential parking 
pass is a plight familiar to Allison Crump, who said she still 
could hear the engine clicking the day she found a ticket 
on her car. She had just returned from getting the pass 
from a friend, she said, when she asked the officer nearby 
if it could be voided. 

But the 30 -year-old Ukrainian Village resident was out 
of luck. 

“He said, ‘There’s nothing I can do; you should tell 
her to hurry up,” said Crump, who over a calendar year 
amassed 15 tickets for what appeared to be an expired reg- 
istration but actually was a printer error. 

“I feel like there are other ways they could get more rev- 
enue than just giving a ticket or targeting people,” Crump 
said. 

For Ian Lumsden, 19, of Logan Square, confusing park- 
ing restrictions and signage earned him two tickets in his 
first month in the city and led him to send the vehicle back 
home to Iowa. 

“It was really discouraging actually” he said. “I didn’t have 
a job and didn’t have a lot of money It was really stressful to 
be slammed with $100 in the first week of being here.” 

For now, Lumsden said he’s been getting around the city 
by bike and CTA.

“It’s kind of a luxuiy” he said of owning a car in the city; “It’s 
just easier to take public transit or ride a bike.” 

But after being ticketed, booted and towed, Smith said an idea 
was born to fight back. As he continued to pay tickets that were 
his fault— and contest the ones he said were not— he assisted in 
founding the website SpotHero, a parking spot finder to help 
those who still want to drive but don’t want to risk a ticket. 
“We’re trying to come back and say ‘It shouldn’t be this hard to 
park,’ ” he said. “People have options so they can enjoy the city 
and go where they need to without hassle.” 

Smith said the site works to secure publicly and privately 
owned parking spots across the city and sells them to drivers 
looking for a guaranteed space for the day The site has gained 
loyal users, he said, and in December it won the $10,000 prize in 
the Apps for Metro Chicago Grand Challenge, a citywide con- 


test put on by the Metro Chicago Information Center. 

“You just leave [your car] and do whatever the hell you need to 
do,” Smith said. “I want people to know that they have options. 
They don’t have to feel that there is always somebody out to get 
them.” 

Despite her parking plights. Crump said she understands 
the need for the city to collect revenue from motorists. But a 
little leniency, and cutting red tape, might make things easier, 
she said. 

“The tickets I get seem to be for things I can’t anticipate, like 
taking four whole minutes to get a zoned parking pass,” she said. 
In the past, she’s contested other tickets only to have notices get 
lost in the mail, doubling the fine and the wallop on her wallet. 
“I think that a parking spot is going to be a requirement for my

Obama brings the fight 


*We won't give up/

President Obama returned to the comfort 
of a supportive hometown ^bdnesday to 
raise campaign cash, but also faced up to the 
discomfort of trying to re-energize a politi- 
cal base once built upon hope and change. 

Sf>eaking at the first of three fundraising 
events— expected to raise about Si million 
for his re-election fund and the Democratic 
National Committee— Obama urged sup- 
porters at the UIC Forum to stand with 
him and step up their efforts to win him a 
second term. 

“Change is hard but it is possible. IVe 
seen it. "Vbu’ve seen it. 'Vbu have lived it. And 
If you want to end the cynicism and stop 
the game playing that passes for politics 
these days and you want to send a message 
about what is possible, then you can’t back 
down, not now. We won’t give up. Not now,” 
Obama said. 



“If you’re willing to work c*ven harder in 
this election than you did in that last election, 
I promise you change will come,” he said. 

The 25-minute speech to about 500 peo- 
ple, who paid from S44 to Sioo, was aimed 
at rejuvenating those who voted for presi- 


dent for the first time in 2008 as welt as at- 
tracting new younger voters. It was hosted 
by “CSL actor Hill Harper, a Hansard 
Law School classmate of Obama’s, and fea- 
tured singer Janelle Monae. 

Soon after landing in Chicago, Obama 
made his first trip to the re-election head- 
quarters his campaign opened in May, deliv- 
ering a rally- the- troops message to staff and 
volunteers who fill one full floor of the Pru- 
dential Building. 'Fhe headquarters looks 
out over the lakefront Grant Park setting 
where Chicagoans gathered on a warm No- 
vember evening to cheer his 2008 election. 

'Fhe campaign aimed to strengthen ties 
to real people outside Washington by tak- 
ing the unusual step of basing a presiden- 
tial re-election effort outside the Beltway. 
The move also strengthens the president’s 
home state as an anchor for holding onto 
other Democratic-leaning Midwestern 
states— such as Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
Michigan— while nearby Iowa and Ohio are 
general election tossups. 

Obama acknowledged to the UIC audi- 
ence that in his desire for change, “I’m not 
a perfect man. I’m not a perfect president.” 



First lady 
rejects 
*angry’ 
label

WASHINGTON a new book portraying 

Michelle Obama as an assertive force within 
the White House, the first lady has chal- 
lenged the notion that she’s “some kind of 
angry black woman.” 

Obama, entering the fourth year of a most- 
ly gaffe-free White House stint, made the 
remark in an interview aired Wednesday with 
CBS’ Gayle King, a friend. 

A careful and largely admired first spouse, 
Obama gives media interviews sparingly And 
although some people have criticized how she 
is portrayed in “The Obamas,” at least one ex- 
pert on first ladies questioned Obama’s deci- 
sion to speak out Wednesday 

“Every first lady gets hit, and if the first lady 
hits back, she becomes the word that rhymes 
with witch,” said Robert Watson, a profes- 
sor of American studies at Lynn University in 
Boca Raton, Fla., who thought Obama would 
h ave been better off taking the high road. 

Top Obama campaign strategist David Axel- 
rod, who was among those interviewed by au- 
thor Jodi Kantor for the book, told the Tribune 
that “any of these books is skewed a little bit by 
the perspectives of those who cooperate and 
the absence of those who don’t.” At the top of 
the latter list is the president and first lady 

Axelrod rejected suggestions that there was 
warfare between the East Wing (her side) and 
West Wing (the president’s). He also down- 
played the “angry black woman” comment as 
a “passing remark” and said that early during 
Obama’s first presidential bid, “there were ef- 
forts to make her someone she wasn’t.” 

His overall take? “She’s been splendid at 
what she’s done,” he said, “and she’s had a real 
impact as first lady She’s never pretended to be 
a politician, and she’s not performing for the 
approbation of a political science professor.”

Casey Anthony said her 
daughter, Caylee, may have been con- 
ceived during a “date rape” in fall 2004, accord- 
ing to the blockbuster depositions of two doc- 
tors released Wednesday 

Anthony said she was not romantically in- 
volved with anyone when she attended a party 
in October or November 2004, but added that 
she may have had a “spiked” drink because she 
“blacked out,” according to one of the deposi- 
tions. 

“She believes ... that’s when that she was im- 
pregnated,” Dr. William Weitz said during his 
deposition. 

Anthony also said she suspected her father, 
George, might be the father, Weitz said, but 


DNA testing later disproved that, so Casey 
Anthony said she thought Caylee likely was 
conceived during the party when she passed 
out. 

Despite the possible cause of her pregnancy, 
Weitz also said Anthony “never considered, 
once she was pregnant, having an abortion or 
having the baby put up for adoption.

“She said, ‘I loved her at first sight,’ and ‘that 
child was the most meaningful part of my life 
for three years,’ ” Weitz said under questioning 
from prosecutors.

T he brutal back-to-back-to-back stretch of 
games for the Bulls took its toll Wednesday. 
Before the team even tipped off against 
Washington. 

A few hours before game time, word be- 
gan to spread that Bulls guard Derrick Rose 
would not play due to a sprained toe suf- 
fered in Tuesday night’s game in Minnesota. 

Fans greeted the news with a resounding, 
“hell to the toe!” or something like that. 

Fortunately the Bulls were playing the 
worst team in the NBA. 

The Wzards entered the game i-8. And 
exited 1-9 after a 78-64 Bulls win. John Lu- 
cas III, in his first NBA start, filled in admi- 
rably for Rose, scoring 25 points, dishing out 
eight assists and grabbing eight rebounds. 

Life without Rose won’t be as easy Friday 
night at Boston. 

“It’s day-to-day” Bulls coach Tom 
Thibodeau said.

Watson, recovering from a dislocated el- 
bow, and Richard Hamilton, who’s nursing 
a sore groin. Thibodeau said both are “very 
close” to returning. 

Veteran point guard Mike James, 36, was 
signed V^dnesday to help shore up the de- 
pleted Bulls. 


“He’s an experienced, tough, hard-nosed 
guy who can shoot and run pick-and-roll,” 
Thibodeau said. “He’ll fit in well.” 

Thibodeau coached James in Houston, 
one of James’ 10 NBA stops. He has aver- 
aged 10.5 points and 3.6 assists in 528 career 
games.

Restaurants such 
as the West Loop’s Sepia (123 N. Jefferson St.) are known as 
much for their cocktails as they are their food— so why not 
stop in for just a drink and a bite? Choose from one of these 
six spots where you can soak up the restaurant atmosphere 
without having to call ahead.

If you’re craving seafood but don’t want to commit to a full meal, 
head to this buzzed-about River North spot and try for a seat at 
the bar, where the full menu is served. 

To sip: Think summer with a spiked lemonade ($10) or go craft 
with the house take on a Manhattan (bourbon, bitters, averna and 
vermouth) or the Vineyard Sour (gin, blackberry syrup, malbec 
and mint) for $12 each.

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Van Halen’s Tattoo’ sticks

Another day, another musi- 
cal reunion. 

On Tuesday, Van Halen 
and David Lee Roth con- 
summated their third mar- 
riage with the release of the 
single and video “Tattoo.” 
It’s the first new music 
from a Roth-fronted Van Halen since 1996, when 
the band released two new tunes on a greatest hits 
disc. The band’s new album due Feb. 7, ‘A Different 
Kind of Truth,” will be its first in almost 28 years. 

But enough about that. How’s the new stuff 
sound? Not great, but good enough. 

It’s not “Jump” or “Panama” or even “Un- 
chained,” but “Tattoo” can sit among Van Halen’s 
hits if only because it’s “those guys.” 

Roth brings a playful, likable element to the 
band that former frontman Sammy Hagar didn’t. 
Can you imagine Hagar uttering the song’s opening 
line, “I’ve got Elvis/ on my elbow/ And when I flex/ 
he talks”? No, but Roth makes it work. 

In the accompanying video, Roth really shines. 
He’s a showman: flamboyant, animated, a little 
nuts— like Charlie Sheen, but with talent. The 
black-and-white video features the band in its natu- 


ral setting on stage. Roth shimmies and dances all 
over the place while guitar master Eddie Van Halen 
fires off notes quicker than Jay-Z can exploit his 
newborn child, and drummer Alex Van Halen keeps 
the pace with his trademark shades in place. 

Eddie still can work magic on the guitar, but the 
solo in “Tattoo” has no “wow” moment. Eddie’s 
son, a beefy Wolfgang, fills in for the band’s original 
beefy bassist, Michael Anthony 

And that’s where this Van Halen just might 
fall short. It was Anthony’s high-pitched backing 
vocals, not his bass, that made him such a vital part 
of the band. With Wolfgang, the band shifts to a 
lower, meaner brand of background vocals. 

That doesn’t derail the whole thing, however. 
“Tattoo” takes listeners back to the years when 
musicians were known for their product rather 
than being a product of some record label bigwig. 
It’s not a masterpiece, but it serves its purpose: to 
re-introduce the band to the public before cashing 
in on a world tour that stops in Chicago twice. 

Will it fly? Probably Will the band crash and 
burn like it has in previous reunion attempts with 
Roth? Maybe. Will the foursome rule the musical 
world again? Don’t count on it. Just enjoy one of 
the greatest American rock bands back in action.

‘Napoleon’s’

It’s time for the return of “Napoleon Dynamite.” 

John Heder has reunited with the entire cast— includ- 
ing Aaron Ruell and “Vote for Pedro’s” Efren Ramirez— to 
provide the voices for the animated series based on the film. 
The show debuts with episodes at 7:30 and 8:30 p.m. Sunday 
on Fox. 

There was talk of making a live-action sequel when “Dyna- 
mite” mania exploded after the movie was released in 2004. 

It never happened, so Heder, Ruell and Ramirez never ex- 
pected to return to the roles. Heder and Ramirez went on to 
do other acting work, while Ruell shifted his attention back 
to his first creative love— photography— as acting’s always 
just been a passing interest for him. 

Ruell says “Napoleon Dynamite” seemed like it was so 
unique that there would never be another chance to play the 
roles. He became convinced of that with each passing year. 

“I was like, ‘that’s OK. It was fun,’ ” Ruell says. 

That it got a second life surprised the actors, but not that 
it came back in an animated form. It’s the best way to revive 
the characters since the story can continue the exploits of 
Dynamite in high school for as long as the series runs. 

Ramirez believes “Napoleon Dynamite” was such a phe- 
nomenon that there would have been no way to match it with 
another live-action version. It was so big that there were dolls, 
toys and loads of T-shirts featuring catchphrases from the 
movie. Some voters actually wrote in “Vote Pedro” on ballots. 

When creator and director Jared Hess made the movie, he 
was a student, hoping his small film would play well enough at 
a film festival to help him get an agent and more work. 

“We didn’t anticipate at all that we would get into 
Sundance and then it would get picked up by Fox and then 
released and that people would like it and all that stuff,” Hess 
says. “It was all a dream come true.” 

Heder didn’t even audition for the role of the lovable dork 
in “Napoleon Dynamite.” He was issued a mandate by Hess 
that he was going to be in the movie. 


back? Gosh! 

“I owe everything to the film. I wouldn’t have done all 
the other things I have done if it hadn’t been in that movie,” 
Heder says. “I was acting in college and studying animation. 
If the movie hadn’t happened, I probably would have gone 
down the road of being an animator.” 

One of pleasant surprises of “Napoleon Dynamite” is that 
while many argue it’s one of the coolest and edgiest movies to 
be released in the last decade, it contains so little adult mate- 
rial it carries a PG rating. The actors point to the creators for 
making “Napoleon Dynamite” seem a lot more risque than it 
really is. Hess says it’s all a matter of finding ways to do jokes 
that are based on the characters and their environment. 

“For us it pushes us creatively to find ways to do that and 
feel comfortable while trying to make it real funny but also 
saying your whole family can watch this and you’re not going 
to feel like you’ve got to fast-forward the TiVo,” Hess says. 

That same approach will be used for the return of “Napo- 
leon Dynamite.”

“jokes.”

Yankees star Granderson 
goes back to his roots 
with pizza venture 

Curtis Granderson doesn^t do much cook- 
ing other than the eggs-and-bacon breakfast 
he prepares for himself and the comb read 
he made during a 2010 appearance on “ITie 
Martha Stewart Show.” 

But the Newifbrk Yankees star and South 
Side native put on a chef's jacket last week at 
Roots Handmade Pizza, where he is an inves- 
tor, and took a stab at making his own pizza 
for once* 

“I’m going to win an award,” Granderson 
said, proudly stretching out the dough with his knuckles. 

Granderson, who finished fourth in voting for the 2011 American 
League most valuable player award, remained playfully confident even 
after Roots executive chef Martin Arellano informed him that his 
dough had come up short in size. 

“This will be a pot pie,” Granderson joked. 

Long before he was suiting up alongside Derek Jeter and Alex 
Rodriguez in the Yankees lineup, Granderson was a college student 
taking to-go orders at Bogart’s Charhouse in Homewood. 

“I didn’t realize people tip for takeout,” Granderson said, spinning 
the dough with his knuckles. “My first order was $30 or $40 and they 
tipped $2 or $3. 1 was so excited.” 

Granderson added sauce and mozzarella cheese to his dough, then 
Arellano placed his pizza in the oven, where it would cook for around 
12 minutes. In the meantime, Granderson helped himself to the 
cheese toppings that had fallen off his dough. 

“I get asked all the time which city has better pizza,” Granderson 
said about comparing Chicago and New Y)rk. “They both are great, 
but I’m not a huge fan of pizza going limp, which is what New York 
style pizza does. ... The only negative about Chicago style is you can’t 
get it all the time. You have to be ready for it.” 

Like all the pizzas on the Roots menu, the pizza Granderson was 
waiting on was Quad Cities-style (that means the dough is malt-heavy 
the sauce is slightly spicy, the toppings go under the cheese and the 
pizza is cut in strips). 

He admitted he was apprehensive about bringing the project to 
a city that isn’t lacking in pizza restaurants, but he’s glad he did. He 
now dines at the Ukrainian Village restaurant when he’s in town and 
brought Yankees teammates Jeter, CC Sabathia, Jorge Posada and 
Eric Chavez with him after a game against the White Sox in August. 

Once it was time to take the pizza out of the oven, Granderson 
positioned himself behind Arellano. He eagerly watched over the 
chef’s shoulder as he pulled it out out with a wooden pizza peel that 
was meant for larger pies. 

“That looks amazing,” Granderson said. “I’m not sure if it’s good, 
but it looks amazing.”
